Bird Flu 
Clues in 
1918 Bug 

Killer virus recreated in bid 
to prevent modern pandemic 

ATLANTA I For the first time, scientists have 
made from scratch the Spanish flu virus that 
killed millions of people in 1918. 

Why? To help them understand how to 
better fend off a future global epidemic from 
the bird flu spreading in Southeast Asia. 

Researchers believe 
their work offers proof the 
1918 flu originated in birds, 
and provides insights into 
how it attacked and mul- 
tiplied in humans. On top 
of that, this marks the first 
time an infectious agent 
behind a historic pan- 
demic has ever been reconstructed. 

The vials of this frightening germ — about 
10 of them — are locked away at the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
in Atlanta, said Terrence Tumpey, the CDC 
research scientist who constructed the virus. 

Like the 1918 virus, the current avian flu 
in Southeast Asia occurs naturally in birds. 
In 1918, the virus mutated, infected people 
and then spread among them. So far, the 
current Asian virus has infected and killed 
at least 65 people but has rarely spread per- 
son-to-person. But viruses mutate rapidly 
and it could soon develop infectious prop- 
erties like those seen in the earlier bug, said 
Dr. Jeffery Taubenberger of the U.S. Armed 
Forces Institute of Pathology. 

More than 65 countries and international 
organizations will meet at the State Department 
this week to plan for a bird flu outbreak, (ap)

ALEXANDRIA, VA. I Atop Pentagon 
analyst with expertise in the Middle 
East pleaded guilty Wednesday to 
giving classified information to an 
Israeli embassy official and mem- 
bers of a pro-Israel lobbying group.

Justices Clash on Assisted Suicide 


WASHINGTON I New Chief Justice 
John Roberts stepped forward 
Wednesday as an aggressive defend- 
er of federal authority to block doc- 
tor-assisted suicide, as the Supreme 
Court clashed over an Oregon law 
that lets doctors help terminally ill 
patients end their lives. 

The justices will decide if the fed- 
eral government, not states, has final 
say on the life-or-death issue. 

It was a wrenching debate for 


a court touched personally by ill- 
ness. Roberts replaced William H. 
Rehnquist, who died a month ago 
after battling cancer for nearly a year. 
Three justices have had cancer and 
a fourth has a spouse who counsels 
children with untreatable cancer. 

The court appeared sharp- 
ly divided in hearing the Bush 
administration’s appeal. 

Justice Ruth BaderGinsburg, who 
has had colon cancer, talked about 


medicines that make a sick person’s 
final moments more comfortable. 
David Souter said that it’s one thing 
for the government to ban date 
rape drugs and harmful products 
but “that seems to me worlds away 
from what we’re talking about here.” 

On the other side, Roberts and 
Antonin Scalia appeared skeptical 
of Oregon’s claims that states have 
the sole authority to regulate the 
practice of medicine, (ap)

Goss: No 9/11 Review at CIA 


No disciplinary moves 
despite new report s 
call for formal panels 

WASHINGTON I Contrary to recom- 
mendations from his own internal 
watchdog, CIA Director Porter Goss 
will not order disciphnary reviews for 
a former director, George Tenet, and 
other officials criticized for their per- 
formance before the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Goss said in a statement 
Wednesday that the report from 
the CIA’s inspector general, John 
Helgerson, did not suggest “that 


any one person or group of people 
could have prevented 9/11.” 

“After great consideration of this 
report and its conclusions, I will not 
convene an accountability board to 
judge the performances of any indi- 
vidual CIA officers,” Goss said. 

Half of those named in the report 
have retired from the CIA. “Those 
who are still with us are amongst 
the finest we have,” Goss said. 

Lawmakers investigating the 
attacks asked the inspectors gen- 
eral of the CIA and other agencies to 
review whether any officials should 
be held personally accountable for 


failures before the suicide hijack- 
ings of Sept. 11, 2001. 

After a two-year review, 
Helgerson’s report recommended 
that Goss convene formal panels 
to investigate specific actions by 
Tenet and other current and for- 
mer officials. 

The chairman of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, Sen. Pat 
Roberts, said he has asked Goss 
and National Intelligence Director 
John Negroponte to appear before 
his committee to discuss the 
decision on the review boards.

Tropical Storm Churns 


Toward Ga., 

JACKSONVILLE, FLA. I Tropical Storm 
Tammy skirted the Florida coast 
Wednesday before sending heavy 
rain and gusty winds north.

Cause of Capsizing Probed 


Tests seek to examine 
if shifting weight led 
N.Y. boat to overturn 

LAKE GEORGE, N.Y. I Officials inves- 
tigating the deadly capsizing of an 
Adirondack tour boat Wednesday 
conducted a “very scientific road 
test” of a twin vessel to see wheth- 
er excess, suddenly shifting weight 
may have caused the tragedy. 

Gov. George Pataki, meanwhile, 
said New York’s boating safety stan- 
dards need to be toughened — and 
singled out the state law that kept 
authorities from giving the captain 
of the Ethan Allen an alcohol test 
the day of the accident, which killed 
20 elderly passengers.

Decision eases threat 
of Sunni Arab boycott; 
25 die in mosque blast 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Under U.S. and 
U.N. pressure, Iraq’s Shiite-led 
parliament Wednesday reversed its 
last-minute electoral law changes, 
which would have ensured passage 
of a new constitution but which the 
United Nations called unfair. 

Sunni Arab leaders who had 
threatened a boycott because of 
the changes said they were satis- 
fied with the reversal and were now 
mobilizing to defeat the charter at 
the polls. But some warned they 
could still call a boycott to protest 
major U.S. offensives launched over 
the past week in western Iraq, the 
Sunni heartland. 

Also, a bomb exploded at the 
entrance of a Shiite mosque south 
of Baghdad, killing at least 25 and 
wounding 87, as hundreds of wor- 
shippers gathered there for prayers 


at the start of the Islamic month of 
Ramadan and for the funeral of a 
man killed two days ago in a bomb 
blast at his restaurant. 

It was the latest in a string of 
insurgent attacks — targeting Shiite 


Muslims in particular — aimed at 
wrecking the Oct. 15 referen- 
dum. A1 Qaeda in Iraq, which has 
declared “all-out war” on Shiites, 
has called for stepped up violence 
during Ramadan.

U.S., French Team 
Awarded Nobel 
Prize in Chemistry 

Two Americans and a French scien- 
tist won the Nobel Prize in chemistry 
Wednesday for developing a chemi- 
cal “dance” that makes molecules 
swap atoms, a process now used to 
create medicines, plastics and other 
products with more efficiency and 
less environmental hazard. 

The $1.3 million prize will 
be shared by Robert H. Grubbs, 
63, of the California Institute of 
Technology; Richard R. Schrock, 
60, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and Yves Chauvin, 
74, honorary director of research at 
the Institut Francais du Petrole in 
Rueil-Malmaison, France. 

They explained and improved a 
process called metathesis, said the 
Royal Swedish Academy of Sciences 
in bestowing the prize. This swap- 
ping of atoms creates new substanc- 
es, and the winners have turned it 
into one of the most important 
reactions in organic chemistry,

Bali Police Pursuing Tips 


But few solid leads 
materialize in probe 
of deadly suieide blasts 

BALI, INDONESIA I Police pursued a 
tip Wednesday from a caller claim- 
ing that one of the latest Bali suicide 
bombers studied on an Indonesian 
island known for having hard-line 
Islamic schools. 

It was one of the few possible 
leads announced since police start- 
ed circulating nationwide photo- 
graphs of the three bombers’ severed 
heads, recovered from the attacks 
Saturday on crowded tourist-resort 
restaurants. The blasts killed 22 and 
injured 104. 

The tipster called police in Solo,

a city on the main island of Java. 
He identified one of the bombers 
by name and said he had studied in 
the area, home to an radical Islamic 
boarding school attended by sever-

Saturday’s attacks put Southeast 
Asian nations on high alert, with 
hundreds of thousands of troops on 
standby and tightened security on 
beaches and along borders. 

The al Qaeda-linked Jemaah 
Islamiya was emerging as the key 
suspect in Saturday’s attacks, which 
came three years after Bali night- 
club bombings that killed 202 peo- 
ple, blamed on the regional Islamic 
extremist group. 

Investigators across the country 
were also interrogating jailed ter- 
ror convicts, seeking information 
about Saturday’s bombers, said 
Bali police chief Maj. Gen. I Made

Energy Prices 
Tug at Economy 


Survey of industry 
execs finds continued 
concern over fuel costs 

NEW YORK I The economy received 
another inflation warning on 
Wednesday, when a survey of 
industry executives showed that 
energy costs drove prices higher in 
September while the services sector 
slowed. The report reinforced expec- 
tations that the Federal Reserve 
would continue to raise rates as 
the economy struggles with ris- 
ing fuel costs. 

The Institute of Supply 
Management, which conducted 
the survey, said its non-manufac- 
turing business activity index was 


at 53.3 percent in September, down 
from August’s reading of 65 percent. 
The group’s index of prices paid rose 
14.3 points to 81.4 percent, the big- 
gest jump for the index in the eight- 
year history of the report. 

The survey found that many 
executives are concerned about 
the continuing rise in oil and gas 
prices after Hurricane Katrina and 
about the toll rising energy costs 
will take on the economy. 

“That is the $64,000 ques- 
tion: if and when manufactur- 
ers and businesses decide they 
have to pass through these rising 
prices to consumers?” said Jerry 
Zukowski, deputy chief economist 
at Nomura Securities International

WAKO, JAPAN I Honda Motor Co.

The W.O.W. Concept, which 
stands for “wonderful openhearted 
wagon,” shown to reporters recent- 
ly, is an exhibition model with no 
plans for commercial sale that will 
be exhibited at the Tokyo auto show 
later this month. 

A special crate for dogs in the 


glove apartment allows owners to 
interact with their pets while driv- 
ing. A bigger crate pops up from the 
floor in the back seat area and can 
be folded back into the floor when 
it’s not needed.

Brunell Enjoys Early Run of Success

REDSKINS I Mark Brunell scram- 
bled 29 yards, making four Denver 
Broncos defenders whiff along the 
way. It was the signature play of 
a great upset, the second-year 
Jacksonville Jaguars’ 30-27 stun- 
ner in the AFC playoffs on Jan. 4, 
1997. 

“It put the Jaguars on the map,” 
Brunell said Wednesday. “ It was a 
special moment for myself, for my 
teammates.” 

Brunell returns to the Mile High 
City on Sunday with the Washington 
Redskins, who owe much of their 
3-0 start to the veteran quarter- 
back’s resurgence. He doesn’t run 
nearly as well at age 35 as he did 
at 26, but he’s revived memories of 
those old days with a key scramble 
in each of the last two games. 

Against Dallas, Brunell rambled 
25 yards on a third-and-27 in the 
fourth quarter, setting up the first 
of two bombs Santana Moss that 
turned a 13-0 deficit into a 14-13 
victory. 

On Sunday, Brunell ran 18 yards 


on athird-and-9 in overtime, keep- 
ing alive a drive that ended with 
Nick Novak’s game-winning field 
goal in a 20-17 win over Seattle. 

Is this the return of the scram- 
bling Brunell? “I only have one of 
those a week,” he answered with 
a chuckle. 

Enough years have passed for 


Brunell not to think of a trip to 
Denver as anything special. He went 
there twice more with the Jaguars 
and lost both times, including a 42- 
17 defeat in the playoffs the year fol- 
lowing the big upset. He is now a 
different quarterback with a differ- 
ent team, relying more on experi- 
ence than on athleticism.

Good music playing 
in the OR is just what 
the surgeon ordered 

General anesthesia or local? Hip- 
hop or Sinatra? These are among 
the decisions facing Dr. Frank 
Gentile in his double -duty job as 
anesthesiologist and self-styled 
DJ of the OR. 

He doesn’t use a microphone 
or speak in a fake baritone. But 
the eclectic range of CDs he loads 
onto the anesthesia cart headed for 
the operating room would impress 
any bona fide disc jockey. Gentile’s 
collection is between 50 and 100 
CDs, and his iPod holds about 
5,000 songs. 

“I choose my music strategi- 
cally. I know my surgeons’ tastes,” 
said Gentile, the anesthesiology 
chairman at Edward Hospital in 
Naperville, 111. 

There’s Eminem and 50 Cent for 
one surgeon who likes rap — the I 


songs are “cleaned-up” to avoid 
offending anyone. For another 
doctor it’s Metallica. Others pre- 
fer oldies or opera. 

Gentile picks different types of 
music for different stages of surgery. 
Many surgeons prefer up-tempo 
beats for the final stage and one 
doctor Gentile works with “always 
closes to J-Lo.”

Anesthesiologists 
in private practice and those under 
50 were most likely to serve as the 
operating-room DJs. 

Gentile says the DJ task falls sort 


of naturally to anesthesiologists, 
given their role. While their medi- 
cal duties continue after a patient 
is asleep — including monitoring 
vital signs and administering intra- 
venous fluids — anesthesiologists 
are less tethered to the operating 
table than surgeons and other OR 
staff. They’re often more free to 
walk around during surgery, or to 
change a CD. 

Gentile thinks music makes 
surgeons work more efficiently. “If 
they’re working faster and they’re 
happy, the flow of the operating 
room is happier.” 

If things aren’t going well during 
an operation, or if the music starts 
becoming a distraction, Gentile said 
he turns it off. 

Reinhart, 51, said nurses and 
surgeons provide the music in the 
surgery center where he works, but 
he was the OR DJ at his former job 
at a Dallas hospital. “I had a little 
boom box on top of my anesthesia 
cart and I had a selection of CDs — a 
lot of country and classical and kind 
of quieter soft rock,” he said. 

Patients’ tastes must be con- 
sidered when surgery involves 
only a local anesthetic, he said. 
“We’re not going to play rap when 
there’s a 90 -year- old lady in there 
— it would scare them to death.”

stores and they’re being greeted 
with open arms. This season the 
fashion world embraced gilded 
trims, cinched waists, full skirts, 
folkloric embroidery and even fur 
trapper hats.

The art and history 
of China come alive 
in a monthlong festival 

OUT & AB0UTI Out of a land of a billion souls, 
900 doesn’t sound like a very big number. 
But artists representing their vast country at 
the Kennedy Center Festival of China make 
up an astounding range of disciplines, 
regions, languages and 
artistic points of view. 

The festival takes place 
throughout the month of 
October, and its range 
is so dizzying — and 
its offerings so varied — 
that there isn’t a conceiv- 
able Washington-area resi- 
dent who can’t find something 
worth checking out amid 
the colorful hubbub. 

The Kennedy Center itself 
is transformed into a China-tinged 
wonderland, with Oscar-winning director 
Tim Yip’s “China Red” project giving bright 
Eastern touches to the space. 

Aesthetes are well served by the art and

performances on the slate: 
National Ballet of china 
performs throughout 
this weekend, three mod- 
ern dance companies pres- 
ent a “Trilogy of Modern 
Dance,” the Hong Kong 
Chinese Orchestra performs 
works on traditional instru- 
ments on Sunday, and the 
Ying Quartet plays an 
evening of “musical 
dim sum” — tastes of 
Chinese and American 


composers, on Oct. 27. 
Multiple photography exhi- 
bitions satisfy the wander- 
lust of stay-at-homes. 
“Images of Shanghai” 
looks at that notoriously 
glamorous city’s resur- 
gence, while “Charming 
Beijing” peeks in at the 
country’s bustling cap- 
ital and a multimedia 


display on its prepara-

tion for the 2008 Olympic games. 

The festival is especially rich in theater, with 
the China National Peking Opera Company pre- 
senting its production of “Female Generals of 
the Yang Family” next weekend. (There are no 
fewer than four official backstage tours of the 
show on Oct. 14.) Beijing People’s Art Theatre 
makes its United States debut with Lao She’s 
“Teahouse,” and the Shaanxi Folk Art Theater 
gives a performance of its shadow puppet shows 
based on Chinese folk tales. 

For families, there’s a re-creation of a Chinese 
open-air marketplace featuring crafts for sale 
and a cameo appearance by three of the famed 
Terra Cotta Warriors of Emperor Qin. 

Fashionistas will want to ogle the designs 
of “The New China Chic,” cinephiles flock to 
the contemporary Chinese film series (a free 
event) and take in “China NewWave,” a multi- 
media performance by the Shanghai Symphony 
Orchestra featuring composer Tan Dun’s con- 
certo “The Map.”

Nickodemus rocks 
the house with help 
from global beats 

MUSIC I Music is a melting pot for 
Nickodemus, the Brooklyn-based 
DJ known for spinning platters with 
global appeal. To celebrate his first 
original disc of beat bouillabaisse 
(“Endangered Speeies”), he’ll hit the 
decks Saturday at the Eighteenth 
Street Lounge. 

Nickodemus peppers his dance- 
able tracks with elements of jazz, 
house, hip-hop, Afriean, Latin and 
Middle Eastern grooves. Like his 
poly-ethnic hometown, his guest- 
laden tunes are sonic amalgama- 


tions. “I put in so many sounds and 
things that I wanted to get into,” 
said Nickodemus of his kaleidoscop- 
ic album. “I packed it up with years 
of gathering information.” 

A party throwing vet, he orga- 
nized garage shindigs as a young- 
ster and thanks to a well-connected 
big sister, passed the velvet ropes 
in some of New York City’s hottest 
clubs in his early teens. He cites a 
luminary filled DJ booth populated 
with Biz Markie, Busta Rhymes and 
Kid Capri among his most memo- 
rable moments. “I was in a balcony, 
just watching the whole thing hap- 
pen. [Kid Capri] would stack six 
records on top of each turntable and 
just peel them off,” he recalled. 


Though 28 -year-old Nickodemus 
isn’t known for turntable trickery, 
his inclusive vibe paeks ’em in. He 
boasts regular gigs worldwide and 
since 1998, helmed the hugely popu- 
lar Turntables on the Hudson party 
— a boundary-free event where dis- 
parate tunes meld together into mul- 


tiple sound systems. “It was really 
unique for New York. It was in an 
old boat that was all rusted out and 
was really authentic,” he said of the 
notable shindig’s nautical location. 

Nickodemus promises a bit of 
hip-hop, reggae, bhangra and loads 
of booty-shaking jams for his D.C. 


audience. While he admits many elub 
DJs often regurgitate radio fare, he’s 
not one of them: “I’m happy to be able

Lit-crit lives in the 
memory of Edmund 
‘Bunny’ Wilson 

PAGES I Lewis M. Dabney’s new 
biography “Edmund Wilson: A 
Life in Literature” offers a welcome 
look baek at a writer who shaped 
his time. Despite dire warnings of 
a soeiety that no longer reads, liter- 
ary die-hards will come out in force 
for Dabney’s appearance at Olsson’s 
Lansburgh store Thursday night. 

A man of prodigious appetites 
and quick judgments, Wilson read 
what he liked— Dickens, James, 
Shaw — and quit when he wasn’t 
having a good time, throwing in 
the towel on “Don Quixote” and 
“Middlemareh.” In 1931’s “Axel’s 
Castle,” he shrewdly threaded his 
way through a modernism he both 
admired and mistrusted, introduc- 
ing many readers to Joyce, Proust 
and Stein. As the Cold War heated 
up, “Patriotic Gore” studied the liter- 
ature of the Ameriean Civil War. 

Bunny made some bad calls; 


he later redrew “To the Einland 
Station’”s favorable portrait of 
Lenin. But perhaps his worst was 
turning his nose up at “Lolita.” 
“Nasty subjects may make fine 
books; but I don’t feel you have 
got away with this,” Wilson wrote 
to Vladimir Nabokov, who would 
nevertheless remain a friend — until 
Wilson ripped the novelist’s trans- 
lation of “Eugene Onegin.” 

Those who’ve found fault with 
Dabney’s book tend to foeus on its 


more prurient elements, giving a 
Valerie Cherish-ish “I don’t need 
to see that!” to tales of Wilson’s 
drinking and womanizing — many 
of which came from the journalist’s 
own journals. 

So belly up to the bar. Bunny 
wouldn’t have wanted it any other

FILM I Tm interested in subcultures,” 
said Jeff Krulik. 

No kidding. In 1986, Krulik and 
John Heyn, local producer-filmmak- 
ers, drove into a Largo, Md., park- 
ing lot with a camera, a mic and a 
load of questions. A few hours later, 
a legend was born. 

The short film “Heavy Metal 
Parking Lot” has since become a 
touchstone of subculture cinema 
verite. Trolling the then- Capital 
Center in the hours before a Judas 
Priest concert, Krulik and Hejm cap- 
tured much more than high teens 
in ridiculous hair-metal outfits 
screaming “Priest!” The film gave 


birth, spiritually, to the “Girls Gone 
Wild” series and other berserker on- 
the-spot reportage, as well as real- 
ity TV and a series for Trio cable TV 
in which they cruised events such 
as a J.K. Rowling book signing, 
a Neil Diamond concert and the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Thus a bloodline is drawn 
between “HMPL” and gonzo film- 
makers of the past, which may be 
why E Street Cinema has asked 
Krulik and Heyn to introduce 
Russ Meyer’s “Beyond the Valley 
of the Dolls” (1970) this Saturday 
as part of its Midnight Movies series 
curated by notable locals. 

Meyer was an auteur of the 
jokily erotic, and unabashed 
aficionado of truly humungous 
bosoms. Films such as “Faster 
Pussycat! Kill! Kill!” and “Vixen”

are icons of goofy trash art. But 
“Beyond,” a nutso “sequel” to the 
mainstream “Valley of the Dolls” 
that follows the rise and deca- 
dent fall of a not-very-credible 
girl group, is something else. 

“You have to see it in a theater,” 
said Heyn. “It’s just a great big- 
screen experience. Besides that, 
it’s a really entertaining film.” 

“It was an X-rated movie, but 
it doesn’t show that much,” said 
Krulik. “What’s shocking to me is 
the level of violence. It spoofs the 
Charles Manson murders.” 

But Meyer wasn’t a director 
known for his timidity, and “Beyond” 
was perhaps the most bodacious of 
his cinematic expressions. 

“It’s an orgy of sex and vio- 
lence,” added Heyn happily.

Stands Up 


George Clooney’s film 
recounts a journalist’s 
call to conscience 

BIOPICS I Growing up the son of a TV 
anchorman, George Clooney recalls 
that dinnertime conversations usu- 
ally revolved around news and poli- 
tics. His father’s heroes became his 
heroes, and no one was bigger than 
Edward R. Murrow, the renowned 
CBS broadcaster. 

For years the actor wanted to 
make a film about Murrow, and now 
he has. He and co-writer/producer 


Grant Heslov made a low-budget, 
black-and-white drama focusing on 
Wisconsin Sen. Joseph McCarthy’s 
anti- communist “witch-hunts” of 
the 1950s and the televised conflicts 
between McCarthy and Murrow 
that followed. 

For his Murrow vs. McCarthy 
project, “Good Night, and Good 
Luck,” Clooney picked a series 
of events beginning in 1953 that 
ultimately led to McCarthy’s 
downfall. 

On his popular public affairs 
program, “See It Now,” Murrow 
cautions viewers that McCarthey’s

televised hearings against alleged 
communists and sympathizers 
were eroding people’s civil liber- 
ties and threatening democracy. 
McCarthy subsequently suggests 
that Murrow is a communist sym- 
pathizer. 

With the support of higher-ups, 
Murrow and his crew of dedicated 
newsmen continue to report on the 


hearings and the senator’s misuse 
of legislative power. 

Clooney cast David Strathairn as 
the stoic newsman. “Murrow always 
had this look that he had the weight 
of the world on his shoulders, and 
that’s not something you can act,” 
Clooney said. 

The director decided to have 
McCarthy play himself (via news- 


reel footage) because he believed 
that any performance by an actor 
would appear over-the-top. 

Clooney sees his war of words not 
as a civics lesson but an action film. 
“I wanted it to literally encompass 
five episodes of television basically. 
... The trick was to be very, very, very 
careful with the facts.” angela dawson
